OfflCals of the finance ministry 
said the franc would have a new 
value approximately two-thirds of its 
present worth, fluctuating between 
forty-nine and 
forty-three milli­

A stabilization fund of ten billion 
francs will be established under the 
tripartite agreement to keep specu­ 
lators from driving down the franc 
and to maintain the franc’s gold po­ 
sition, within the stated limits.

Nations Told to 
Keep ‘Hands Oft’ 


Foreign Ministers Tell Iarigue As­ 
sembly to View Neighbor With 
Toleration. 


Geneva, Sept. 26 
(AP) — Two 
youthful foreign ministers warned 
the league of nations Friday the 
only way to preserve peace in E u­ 
rope is for each nation to mind its 
own business. 
Although they represented oppo­ 
site extremes in political color, both 
exhorted the assembled statesmen 
to remember the nations must view 
the political regimes of their neigh­ 
bors with toleration and must keep 
“hands off” one another’s internal 
affairs. 
One of the speakers was dapper 
Anthony Eden, Great Britain’s for­ 
eign secretary, a conservative. 
The 
other was Socialist Julio Alvarez 
del Vao of Spain, just as much a 
fashion plate. 
Eden cautiously advanced revi­ 
sion of treaties as a possible rem­ 
edy for international grievances. 
Dey Vayo warned the world the 
civil 
strife 
in Spain forbade 
a 
future war, not between states, but 
between political concepts.
